Fruit Sold for the Armenian Re- 
lief Fund, Netted a Thousand 
Dollars—Prices Advancing.

NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] Wholesale fruit dealers report 
considerable improvement in business 
for the week just ended, as compared 
with the previous week. Twhis is at- 
tributed to the prevalence of fine, mild 
weather, permitting free shipment and 
display of fruit, which were prevented 


weeks ago. California navel and seed- 
ling oranges have advanced from 10 to 
15 cents per box. 

The carload of oranges and grape- 
fruit contributed by the growers of 
the Pacific Slope for the benefit of the 
Armenian relief fund was ‘sold for 
$1.35 to $7.10 per box for oranges, and 
from $9 to $10 per box for grapefruit. 
The net amount realized for the relief 
fund was over $1000. 

Fancy navels are getting scarce, ‘and 
the average price for them is from 
$4.25 to $4.50. Florida oranges are in 
limited supply and command from $3.50 
to $5.50 per box. Recent advices indi-

Sunday as a Private Citizen. 
Some Campaign History—Trib- 
utes by Fellow Townsmen, 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

CANTON (0O.,) Feb. 28.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Canton is filled with the 
departure of its foremost citizen, and 
the journey to Washington which is to 
commence tomorrow night is the one 
topic of convérsation at every hotel 
and at every fireside in this city, which 
for a yéar has been the meeting place 
of politicians from every State in the 
country. 

Maj. McKinley drove to church this 
morning through a storm of whirling 
snow... He was accompanied by Capt. 
H. O. Heistand and George E Morse 
of San Francisco, the husband of one 
of his nieces. The church, which is 
large and has a seating capacity of 
more than one thousand, was densely 
crowded, and the aisles were filled with 
chairs. Maj. McKinley joined heartily 
withthe congregation in singing the 
opening hymn, “Jesus Reign.’’ 

Dr. C. E. Manchester, the pastor, who 
was an army comrade of the Presi- 
dent-elect, said in his prayer: ‘Bless 
our nation; grant ‘that peace and 
righteousness may prevail. We pray 
that the. devout blessing may be upon 
the President of the United States in 


tion, and that nothing may be done. 
displeasing to Thee. Let Thy bless- 
ing rest upon Thy servant who has 
been chosén to be Chief Executive of 
this nation. We pray Thee to go with 
him. .Give him great faith in Thee. 
May he be sustained by the prayers of 
Thy people to the end that he may 
execute Thy will. We pray Thee to 
manifest Thyself CONSETT. to him 
and all of us.”” 

Dr. Manchester found his text in the 
third verse of the twenty-first chapter 
of Matthew, “The Lord Hath Need.” 
His theme was the higher life. In 
speaking of the potent influences of 
home training, Dr. Manchester, in an 
ardent, yet delicate way, paid a beau- 
tiful tribute to the venerable mother 
of the President-elect. In conclusion 
the pastor said: : 

‘‘How shall we preserve the peace of 
nations? What are we to do for this 
great land of ours? There is one 
thought in all of our minds this morn- 
ing as our dear friend. and- brother 
goes out to take up the duties that 
await him. Our earnest prayer is that 
he do aright the great work set’ be- 
fore him.” 

After the service, Maj. McKinley 
walked home. The snow was not fall- 
ing and the sun was shining brightly. 
In the afternoon Maj. and Mrs. McKin- 
ley took a drive. They are both feel-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—But four 
days more remain of the Fifty-fourth 
Congress to wind up its business and 
make way for its successor. The close 
of the session promises no sensational 
incidents, for only routine business is 
possible. As usual the Housé awaits 
the end with a clean slate. It-has fin- 
ished its work on the big appropriation 
bills, with which the Senate is now 
struggling In the upper house these 
four days will be full of work. Indeed, 
it is still uncertain whether the Senate 
will be able to dispose of the bills by 
noon of Thursday next. There are four 
of the big appropriation measures to be 
voted on. Of these the Nav1il Bill and 
those making appropriations for the 
District of Columbia may causé pto- 
longed debate. The other two—tne 
Fortifications and the General Defi- 
ciency bills—will go through without 
trouble. Meanwhile the House will sit 
mertiy to receive and act upon confer- 
erce reports, with probably- only ses- 
sions Tuesday and Wednesday. ~ 

It will take skilfull genéralship, but 
the Senate leaders believe they will 
have the glate clear on Thursday. 

President Cleveland’s last Sunday in 
the Executive Mansion was a rather 
busy one. There are a large number of 
bills which have passed Congress on 
his table awaiting action, and he spent 
some time in an examination of their 
provisions. He remained indoors al 
day. There are a number of bills, all 
of them said to be of minor importance, 
which -have become laws without his 
Signature, tore than ten. days having 
expired since been presented 
to him.

A Review of the Work Accomplished 
by the Seasion. 
fRY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb: 28.—Speaker 
Reed and the other representative lead- 
ers of the House entered upon the final 
session of the Fijfty-fourth Congress 
with the avowed determination that no 
legislation which compelled expendi- 
tures of public nféney should be enacted 
during the session. They felt compelled 
to adopt this policy because of the con- 
dition of the treasury, and they have 
generally adhered to it, although the 
appropriation bills for the support of 
the government have brought the total 
appropriations of this Congress far be- 
yond the billion mark, breaking the 
record of former Congresses. Many of 
the appropriations, notably those for 
fiver and harbor improvements and for 
public buildings, weré necessary to con- 
tinue works authorized by other Con- 
gresses. No public buildings have been 
started by this session, and no new bat-° 
tleships or vessels of any description, 
although the création of a ‘‘new navy” 
begun several years ago, has by no 
means been abandoned. The intention 


of. the House leaders at the beginning | 


of the session was to confine the work, 
. far as possible, to appropriation bills, 
nd they have been successful in Jiving } 
up to.their policy. These bills, more- 
over, have been encumbered with fewer 


than usual. 

The last week of the session: begins 
with several of the appropriation bills 
passed by the Senate. Much: of. the 
time of-that body has been consumed 
in the discussion of the Cuban question, 
which the House has dealt With only 
incidentally. Necessarily the policy. of 
the House to avoid new legislation 
which involved expenditures, has been 
The Nicara- 
gua Canal Bill, which was discussed at 
great length in the’ Senate, but not 
aoted on, was not taken up in thé 
House, .nor has the Free Home Bill, 
which the Senate passed, had a hearing 
at the other end of the .Capitol. The 
ill met a 
decisive defeat in the House, so the 
Senate found it unnecessary to discuss 
that proposition — 

One feature of the session worthy of 
note is the great number of private 
pension bills passed, ‘many of them 
placing the widows ‘of officers on pen- 
sion rolls at ratings ranging from $30 to 
$75.a month. Privaté claims and war 
claims on the other hand have been few. 
Several of the pension bills have been 
vetoed by President Cleveland, but 
Congress enacted some of these despite 
the veto by the necéssary swe-thinds 
majority. 

Several important bills are in the 
President’s hands awaiting his action, 
foremost among them, thé Immigration 
Bill which establishes the educatiofial 
test for immigrants and bars out labor- 
ers who maintain their omes in other 
countries. 

The Anti-Sealping Bill may be sub-,| 
mitted to the Executive for his action 
within two or three days, and since 
Senator Chandler has given notice that 
he will move that the Senate accept 
the House amendment to the au- 
thorizing the Presidént to Call an in- 
ternational monetary eonfereticé, it is 
likely that Presidént Gleveland will 
be given an opportun ty to sign his.name.

A southern circuif has been instituted 
between the cities of Mobile, Atlanta, 
Nashville, Memphis, Birmingham and 
Montgomery, and a northwestern cir- 
cuit arranged to be conducted in Iowa, 
Nébraska and Montana. similar to the 
circuits in those States last séason.

In our own country we have some 
such cas*s and would have more were 
it not that we place too much value 
upon two-year-old events and neglect 
rich handicaps, which are the chief 
features of Australian racing. Luke 
Blackburn in 1879 was a good two-year- 
old without being a great one. In 1880 
he could give five pounds and a beating 
to any three-year-old in the \United 
States, unless it was Fonso.

NO SPECIAL LEGISLATION. 


The new constitution of this. State, 
while it was the outgrowth of sand- 
lotism, has, nevertheless, some excellent 
features. One of these is a section that 
declares a- lobbyist an infamous per- 


son, thereby debarring him from re- 


covering civil damages from any person 
or newspaper which refers to him in 


- his nefarious vocation. Another is the 


one which declares against special 
legislation. ; 

But no constitution or other funda- 
mental law could declare against or 


- prohibit the passage of bills of a gen- 


eral import in tone, but meant to affect 
the trial and decision of some pending 
cause. A case in point is an Assembly 
bill numbered 273, and entitled, ‘‘An 
Act to Amend Section 170 of the Code 
of Civil Procedure.” The text of'the bill 


‘was given in yesterday’s Times in the 


seventh column of the first page, un- 
der a correspondence headed “Honor 
Hurt.” 


It is something over five years since 


. Judge Hebbard decided a case against 


the directors of the Hale & Norcross 
mine, in. whieh they were charged with 
the embezzlement of something over a 
million dollars out of the proceeds. of 
that mine. The central figure of the 
defense was Alvinza Hayward; 35.

Aluminium Electrical Conductors. 


It is well known that copper is one of 
the best mediums for conducting elec- 
tricity that is now commercially avail- 
able. :A most important new departure 
has been taken by a manufacturing 
firm at Niagara in substituting alumi- 
num for copper for the transmission of 
the heavy currents used in. its reduction 
processes. The line, as made of alumi- 
num, weighed 11% tons, whereas 
would have required nearly twenty-four 
tons of copper. Furthermore, alumi- 
num, owing to its lightness, is no more 
expensive than copper; it is equal in 
strength, and superior in that it is not 
so easily corroded. The relative. con- 
ductivity of copper and aluminum is as 
100 is to 63; but as copper is 3.3 times 
heavier than-- aluminum, weight for 
weight, aluminum has a: conductivity 
relative to copper as 208 is to 200. The 
temperature coefficient of the two met- 
on nearly the same. The aluminum 
co 
stead round rods, and although they 
are subjected to severe use, being ex-. 
posed to considerable heat and acid 
fumes, they neither suffer from corro- 
sion nor show any tendency to warp.

THE RESURRECTION OF DORCAS. 


MAN’S DEBT TO GOD — HONEST 
MEETING OF. OBLIGATIONS. 


Address to Young Men—Mohamme- 
‘danism a Religion of War—Im- 
perfect Morality in the Mos-. 
lem Idea of God. 


. Yesterday was the fifth anniversary 
of Rev. L. F. Laverty's pastoraté at the 
Second Presbyterian Church. He spoke 
upon the theme “Jesus Glorified,” tak- 
ing as his text, Revelations i, 6. 

He said in part: ‘We are familiar 
with the Jesus of-the gospels, but not 
so familiar‘with Him as the Glorified 
One. We know Him as the man of sor- 
rows, the gentle friend, the great 
teacher, but those experiences are for- 
ever ended. He is now glorified as to 
His humanity as well as to His divin- 
ity. His body is changed as our bodies 
will be changed in the resurrection, yet 
it is still the same body which. He had 
‘on the earth. The tender compassion of 
the Jesus of the gospels was not lost 
when He went out of our sight and was 
exalted on the throne. He is there ac- 
tive'in our’behalf. Stephen sees Him 
standing in sympathetic attitude, Peter 
knew what it was to have Him pray for 
him because ‘he was specially tempted. 
John saw Him symbolized as standing 
in the midst of the churches aiding 
them and such aid He has certainly 
been giving us during the past five 
years. The membership of this church 
in February, 1892, was 161; since then 
351 persons have been welcomed -into 
our church family, 208 ofthese by: pro- 
fession. About $2700 have been contrib- 
uted to the benevolences of the church 
and $25,000 to congregational expenses. 
Five years ago we had to do all our 
church work in one room seating only 
about three hundred; now we have an 
enlarged and beautified building seat- 
ing about eight hundred, and well 
adapted to all the _needs of modern 
church. work. The future is unknown, 
but. our Glorified Lord is in it. Let us 
go forward, trusting in Him.”

against Him as a sin. He was repre- 
sented as a madman, as one having a 
devil, as working miracles through 
satanic agency, as a Sabbath-breaker, 
as a blasphemer, as a rebel. He was 
called a sinner, a glutton, a drunkard, a 
companion of publicans ahd sinners, 
and a deceiver. Christ was hated, and 
persecuted, and crucified, because He 
was unconventional, independent, orig- 
inal, and conscientious. He criticised 
the hypocrisies of His times. He 
pointed out the errors in Hebrew the- 
ology. Selfishness was the soul of or- 
thodox theology then as it is of our 
modern orthodoxy. God was a respecter 
of persons, He had favorites, and He 
would forgive sins, if He saw some an- 
imal killed, according to the teachings 
of that ancient theology. Christ was 
hated because He :taught that God de-

EAST EIGHTH STREET. 

David Walk preached in ‘the Church 
of Christ on East Eighth street yes- 
terday morning. He read the incident 
recorded in Acts ix, 36-42, inclusive, and 
said: This passage gives a glimpse 
of the more domestic life of the primi- 
tive church. The miracle of Peter 'is 
by no means the most important fea- 
ture of the narrative. The introduc- 
tion of Dorcas is not a mere incident 
to illustrate the power of the apostle. 
Neither is.she introduced as an ex-. 
ceptional instance of the perfection of 
individual Christian character. Elimi- 
nate the Dorcases.from the church and 
there will not be much left. The par-. 
ticular Dorcas of the history was a 
quiet, humble woman, and ‘how. little 
she could have dreamed, as she 
wrought there in her unpretentious 
way, making garments for the poor, 
that she was booked for immortality. 
The whole story is intended to illus- 
trate the truth that God sets the seal 
of His approbation upon unselfish 
service. Service is what “the world 
most needs now as then, and’ while 
the miracle of .her resurrection was 
witnessed by none but Him. through 
whose instrumentality it was wrought, 
the coats and garments were seen by 
all. It is not miracles that we need 
today, but more coats and garments 
for the needy, and more nimble-fingered 
Dorcases to, cut and shape and stitch 
them. ys 

The narrative then becomes simply 
a revelation of the divine will relative 
to the proper characteristics of all 
God’s people. Her alms deeds, the

‘The pastor, Rev. A. A. Rice, spoke 
on “‘Mohammedanism, a Religion of 
War,” from words’ taken from. the 
eighth chapter of the. Koran, “O 
prophet, stir up the faithful to war.” 
This text is the. keynote to Moham- 
meéedanism, for it reveals the imperfect 
product of the system, and permits us 
to argue to the fundamentals: which 
give this: imperfect product. The Mo-. 
hammedan conception of God is a re- 
volt against idolatry, or the polythism 
of the. earlier tribes of Arabia, and is 
monotheistic, giving a God of: intelli- 
gence, will and affection, three neces- 
sary attributes of personality, but not 
holding these attributes in equipoise. It 
gives especial emphasis to God’s ‘will, 
while it minimizes His affections. 
. Mohammedanism conceives of God 
as a.sort of distant absolute monarch, 
and the idea expressed by the word 
“Father” is foreign to its thought. 
All other important doctrines of the 
system: are characterized by this con- 
ception of God. That of morality is 
just such in nature and extent as this 
belief enjoins. The law of cause ang 
effect in human action, which is the 
very basis of Buddhism, and so tempers 
the’ morality. of Confucuis is almost 
entirely ignored by the Moslem. In 
its place he sets up the arbitrary fidt 
of.God. His ethical sense is thus be- 
numbed, so that he does not realize 
that the’ nature of sin itself is death. 
Mohammed’s inhumanity when he came 
into power, the extensive polygamy, 
and the command to “attack the infidel 
with arms” are.examples of imperfect 
morality and are traceable to the Mos- 
lem idea of God. Rewards and pun- 
ishments and the doctrine of future 
life are as arbitrary and imperfect as 
the. foregoing, and as ineffectual in 
making a perfect man.

Brahmanism,”’ 
stance: “The existing, religions of the 
world can broadly be divided into two 
groups. The Aryan and the Semitic. 
The principal phases of the Aryan are 
the. Brahmanical, Buddhistic and the 
Christian. These differ entirely in their. 
spirit, from the Semitic, the chief rep- 
resentatives of which are to be found 
in the religions of the Jews, and the 
followers of Mohammed. Many will 
probably be startled at the statement 
that the religion of Christ was Aryan 
and not Semitic, though it was preached 
by a teacher who appeared in Asia 
Minor. Yet such was the case. The 
day is not far away when historical 
researches will prove beyond the faint- 
est shadow of doubt that Buddhistic 
preachers from India sent by the great 
Emperor Asoka, who held the first par- 
liament of religions, proclaimed their 
great religion all along the coast of the 
Mediterranean, long before Christ was 
born. While Christianity was .thus 
connected with. the thought of India, 
Buddhism was the result of a reaction 
against the corrupted form of the an- 
cient pure religion of the Brahmans. 
The Buddha was a Hindu, and all his 
teachings ‘were meant to restore the 
religion of India to its ancient purity. 
But besides these three great religions 
being related historically, their spirit 
is identical. All inculcate the worship 
of the teacher and through him of the 
Divine. God is a principle and not a 


of the Jews and Mohammedanism dif- 
fer.. These later place God without 
any intervention before the worshiper 
and the result is abnormal anthropo- 
morphism. God is dragged down to 
the line of an old man more powerful, 
and probably mere wise than you‘and 
me.

“The whole effect of this attitude 
has been to make religion a formal and 
intellectual thing with a constantly- 
decreasing moral “effect on the practi- 
cal life of the world. The church fails 
to take up the problems of real exist- 
ence at the peril of making all that it 
does insignificant and puerile. If we 
were in search of laborious puerilities 
we should find them nowhere more 
abundant than in forms of religious 
faith that have completely or prac- 
tically separated themselves from cor- 
recting and sweetening the ordinary 
processes of life, and given themselves 
up to duties of their own devising. 
Christianity is not the correlation of 
certain ‘views,’ but the inspiration of 
a man’s life. The church must come 
back to the idea on which it. was 
founded: that it is to be a living wit- 
ness to the world of the spirit of Jesus, 
and that the evidence of our Christian- 
ity is to be found less in our opinions 
than in the degree in which we follow 
Him in our every-day affairs. !

FRUITS TO BE GUARDED. 


Amusing Antics of the Ex- 
Queen’s American Secretary. 


WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Feb. 20.—If 
any evidence was needed further than 
that furnished by the last campaign 
of. the generalship of Mark A. Hanna, 
it can be found in the masterly way 
that the Republicans have’changed de- 
feat into victory in the election of 
United States Senators. In Utah the 
Republicans elected only four Repre- 
senatives, in Idaho only one, and in 
South Dakota the Fusionists had a ma- 
jority on joint ballot of 16. 


these three States meant the loss of 
the organization of the Senate, and 
‘probably the defeat of the Republican 
plans concerning the tariff. In all of 
these States, pledges were obtained, and 
the Republicans succeeded in electing 
Senators who would vote with them on 
the organization of the Senate and the 
tariff. I. Oregon and Kentucky fail 
to elect. Senators the Republicans have 
a majority of one on organization, and 
of three on the tariff, in the Senate. 
While from these indications, there is 
very little confidence felt here that 
a Senator will be elected in Oregon, 
there is but little doubt that Kentucky

Bradley prevents this, it 
still leaves a majority for the Repub-

The asphalt of South- 
ern California is. much the: best in the 
United States, but it.is found that sim- 
ilar bituminous rock exists in Texas,

The Texas prod- 
uct is of the same kind as the French, 
it being a bituminous limestone, con- 
taining only from 10 to 20-per:cent. of 
bitumen.. Representative McLachlan 
is now making a special study of the 
subject, and will present the results 
before the Ways and Means’ Commit- 
tee before Congress adjourns. So far. 
as is now known the only asphalt that 
can ke compared with that of Trinidad 
is in Southern California. The’ Golden 
State will receive great benefits un- 
der the new tariff. A hard fight must 
be made to -materially increase the 
rate on citrus fruit, but it canbe ac-~ 
complished. The principal trouble 
with it is that the southern orange- 
growers want a rate high enough 
to encourage greater competition ,from 
the Pacific Coast. They will..codper- 
ate with the California growers up to 
a certain point, which is below what fs. 
needed in California, and after that 
they will quietly use their influence to 
prevent a higher rate. The wool-grow- 
ers will be made happy and so will 
the lumbermen. There may be some 
difficulty in getting through all that 
is wanted, on account of the closeness 
of the Senate, but there is a’ general 
belief. that the law will be entirely 
satisfactory to the administration..

sides, there is a brick building stand- 
ing at head of the Courthouse 
square, known as the “McCook house.” 
It was built’ by the father, Daniel Mc- 
‘Cook, and: was. the residence of the 
family. The first floor is now used and 
has been for several years, for mercan- 
tile purposes. 

A few days after my ‘location in the 
town, on a bright Sunday in April, 1846, 
the remains of Catherine McCook, a 
young lady of eighteen years, a rare 
beauty, as I was informed, the belle of 
the town, admired for her intelligence 
and amiable disposition, was conveyed 
to the village church yard, followed by 
almost the entire population of the 
place. Her untimely death was, I may 
say,-mourned by all of her many a0- 
‘quaintances, 

In the following February, 1847, ben: 
lel McCook and the family remaining 
at home moved to the State of. Illinois. 
I was a.mere .lad, but drove one of 
three .teams attached to sleds, for 


there was snow enough on the ground | 


for sleighing, that hauled the household 
g0ods to Wellsville, O., there being no 
railroads in the State at that time. 
From Wellsville the goods were shipped 
on the Ohio River to some location in 
Illinois, 

Six years later, in 1853, Judge Daniel 
McCook and the teamster boy. met in 
the city of Washington, the former 
holding the position of a clerk in the 
Interior Department, the portfolio as 
Secretary, it is said, Col John McCook, 
the son, is to hold, and I a clerkship 
Treasury Department. I.had 
been in the city a month and had not 
seen any peregn of my acquaintance 
until I me ge Daniel McCook, the 
father of so mahy gallant and. faithful 
sons during the war. He.had preceded 
me to the capital, and having heard of 

my being there, hunted me up and 
with father-like solicitude, for I was 
but a youth, kindly looked after my 
welfare, and I have remembered him 
with @ gratitude that exceeds, I believe, 
ordinary friendship.

They were all: well equipped by na- 
ture with a good physical and mental 
development. - 

Col.. George W. McCook was one of 
the handsomest men I ever saw. I 
remember that he was identified with 
the first railway, the Steubenville and 
Indiana, constructed in Ohio; then the 
Panhandle. 

The generals, .Robert amd Daniel, and 
a younger brother, Charles, I believe, 
and Judge Daniel ‘McCook, lost their 
lives in the war.. The gray hairs of 
the father and auburn -locks of the sons 
were mingled, as was their blood, on 
altar of:their country. 
worthy of mention, that “while: the 
writer. was: present at the. capture of 
he Kentucky raider, near 
New Lisbon,.0O., the home of Daniel 
McCook in his youth and early .man- 
hood... the brave and heroic father of 
brave boys: was lying lifeless on the 
battlefield of. Buffington Island, slain 
by some of Morgan’s men, but a few 
hours_before. - 

Judge McCook, when the war came, 
was an inspiration to all he met, and 
especially the Iilinois delegation in Con- 
gress, and to the boys in camp around 
Washington, and afterward on the field 
of carnage. His contribution to the 
saving of the Union is seldom equaled, 
and scarcely excelled, and is entitled to 
asting gratitude. .

BERKELEY, Feb. 26. —The future 
looks bright for the University of 
California. That has come to pass for 
which its friends have scarcely dared to 
hope. The Legislature has doubled the 
annual appropriation which the State 
grants for the support of the university;

‘as the international 


plans’ has resulted in a choice of per- 


‘manent plans for all future buildings, 
and other friends of the university have 
promised sufficient funds to erect as 
many buildings as can be put up in the 
next ten years. 

For a number of years past the State 
has levied an annual tax of 1 cent on 
every $100 of assessed valuation in 
California for the support of the uni- 
versity. During the past five years the 
number of the students has doubled 
more than twice over, while the income 
of the university .has remained the 
same. It was resolved" to ask the Leg- 
jslature for an increased appropriation. 
At first the plan was to ask for only 
a half-a-cent additional tax. Regent 
Reinstein insisted that the university 
needed more; and in spite of the fears 
of ‘those who thought that if the uni- 
versity asked for so gnuch it would get 
nothing at all, a_ bill was. presented 
levying an additional ‘perpetual 1l-cent 
tax for the institution. Through the 
efforts of Judge Slack,-Regent Rein- 
stein, Assemblyman -Wright, Senator 
Siratton and other friends of the meas- 
ure, the bill was passed without a dis- 
senting vote in either house, and signed 
by Gov. Budd with a blue-and-gold pen. 
The news of the passing of the bill was 
in 
Berkeley. 

One provision of ‘the new bill is. that 
one-half of-the revenue resulting from 
the new tax for the next ten. years 
must be spent in the purchase of more 
land and the erection of buildings. 
Everybody wants to Know what will be 
done with that money, and it is prophe- 
sied that the fight over the making up 
of the budget will be a good deal more 
vigorous than was the struggle to get 


. the appropriation. 


Regent Reinstein.says that about 
eighty acres of land will probably be 
bought, adjoining the university’s pres- 
ent 250-acre grounds on the north and 
south. This land is needed, because it 
is thought that the permanent plans

Budd 
announced’ the news of the passing of 
the University Bill, and. promised that 
the next day, as a graduate of the 
university, he would sign with a blue 
and gold pen the measure which would 
nearly double the income of the uni- 
versity. 

Last winter Rabbi Voorsanger of 
the Temple Emanuel of San Francisco 
offered his services to the university as 
honorary " professor of Hebrew. 

He or _elasses-in- Hebrew and 
has enthusiastically carrying on 
the work ever since. Through his en- 
deavors the university has just come 
into possession of the largest collec- 
tion of Hebrew and Semetic books in 
the United States. Alfred Greenbaum 
of san Franci8®o Pave to the university 
a thousand or more Hebrew books 
which had_bheen collected by his father 
and grandfather, both of them rabbis 
in Germany. Now Louis Sloss of San 
Francisco thas purchased for the uni- 
versity at the suggestion of Rabbi Voor- 
sanger, 2000 more. Bebréw books, the 
private eollection of an eastern Jewish 
scholar who had lost his fortune and 
was obliged to part with his books. 
These gifts constitute a very valuable 
addition to the university library. 

Prof. George’ Richardson of the Latin 
department of the university left Berk- 
eley a year ago on a leave of absence 
in order to go to Athens to prosecute 
the archeological studies which he had 
made his specialty. News has been re- 
ceived of his death in Athens. By the 
terms of his will Prof. Richardson 
leaves to the university his valuable 
private library and also certain prop- 
erty in Connecticut, which will be sold 
and the proceeds used to establish an 
annual prize for a Latin translation, to 
be competed for by the students of the 
university. 

Stanford wiped-up the ground with us 
at the Thanksgiving football game, but 
California has just won a victory which 
goes a little way toward consoling us 
Three debaters from the University’ of 
California contested with three debaters 
from Leland Stanford Junior University 
for the Carnot medal, a handsome gold 
medal offered anntidily by the Baron 
de Coubertin tothe winner of a debate 
“on some subject connected with French 
politics, to be contested for by repre- 
sentatives of the two universities. The 
debate was held at Palo Alto, and the 
judges decided in favor of Harry Over- 
street of California.

No permanent improvements 
will*be begun at present, therefore, but 
there is crying need for temporary re- 


lief, so. additions will be built at onée 


to several of the buildings. The over- 


crowded chemistry building will have 


a seeond story added. The gymnasium 
will be enlarged. There will be new 
temporary quarters «for ‘the ‘mining 
students, and the agricultural building 
will have seyeral new rooms built on. 


- These improvements will relieve the 


present strain, until work can be begun 
on permanent structures. 

The disposition of the other part of 
the new fund, the part which will go 
for current expenses, is still in rather 
hazy uncertainty. The farmers’ insti- 
tutes held by the University, through- 
out the State, have been a eat suc- 
cess, and there are constan requests 
for more of them. A part of the new 


’ revenues will be expended .in widening 


the scope of this work, and so bringing 
directly to those who need it the re- 
sults of the scientific work carried “on 
by the university. 

Tt is also wished to make a complete 
agricultural survey of the State. There 
is so much territory to cover, and the 
surface of the State is so diversified, 
that this will necessarily be a long and 
arduous piece of, work. The plan is to: 
divide the.State’ into about fifty sections 
and study two or three of these at a 
time. The result would,be a number 
of maps of the various ‘parts of the 
State, showing the nature of the soil. 
with the amount, distribution and 
character of the water supply. ete. 
This agricultural survey would show 
just what crops can be grown to ad- 


_ vantage in a given section, the climatic 


eonditions, and so on. 

It is plannéd to expend a. portion of 
the new revenues in holding miners’ 
institutes, under the care of the Uni- 
versity of California Mining Depart- 
“ment. Much valuable information is 
being developed by experimental work 
going on here in Berkeley, which can 
be disseminated more effectually by 


Institutes than in any other way. Two 


other plans which are being discussed 


“ by the regents are the éstablishment 


of a chair of architecture, 
chair of meteorology. 

Bernard Maybeck, of the Depaftment 
of Industrial and Decorative Art, is 
now in Europe, consulting with archi- 
tects, landscape gardeners and other 
authorities, as to the details for the 
international competition for plans. 
The aim of this will be to secure a 
permanent plan for the laying out of 
the university grounds, the arrange-

The regents say that $7,000,000 has bee 
promised for new buildings, as - 
gifts of’ private individuals. .

The Butte is One of the oldest mines 
in the camp, and probably more gold 
has been taken from it than any other 
single mine. Development work has 
been; done on frnéarly the entire 
length, the east and west shafts being 
1300 feet apart, with six other shafts | 
with a depth of from 50 to 100 feet 
each. The west end shaft, No. 5, is 
down now 150 feet, with a twenty- -inch 
vein of rich ore on the foot wall, and 
an eight-inch vein on the hanging wall. 
This shaft was sunk for the first 100 
feet perpendicularly, crossing the vein 
going down, which lies on an -angle 
here of perhaps 40 deg., then a cross- 
cut made to reach the vein, and after- 
ward sinking on the ore.

SILK CULTURE. 
Mrs. Carrie Williams of -this city, a 


‘Southern California, says, concerning | 
the profitableness of this industry in 
this section: “Within forty to fifty 
days after the silk worm comes out 
of its shell and begins to eat the mul- 
berry leaves, it can pass through all 
the changes of worm life, spin its co- 
coon, from which ‘the silk may be 
reeled and made to pass through all 
‘stages of manufacturing necessary to 
perfect its preparation as silk goods 
on the counters of the market, or in 
dresses to adorn the person of the 
purchaser. One acre properly culti- 
vated for .this industry will yield fifty 
‘to seventy-five pounds of reeled silk. 
The time required to produce the co- 
coons would be twenty-four to thirty 
days. Labor employed in making the 
silk cloth receives 2% to 10 times 
higher wages than is paid for the same 
class of work in Europe and Asia. One 
pound of reeled silk makes from five 
to fifty yards of silk goods, or twelve 
yards of gros-grain silk. Mulberry 
trees here permit of the yielding of 
three full crops of worms, which make 
the silk per arnum.

i = Coal Dust Ignition. 

A proof of the remarkable ease with 
Which dry coal dust may be brought 
to ignition, even by exposure to the 
sun’s rays, and also an explanation of 
many a fire at simildr surface buildings 
in collieries and elsewhere, in which 
‘timber, ete., covered with-coal dust 
may, be in intimate connection with 
heated metal plates, has been afforded 
ina German colliery. The surface works 
of the colliery are made chiefly of iron, 
the galvanized corrugated sheets which 
form the walls of the buildings being 
supported by strong iron girders. It 
becomes necessary to repair a_ pipe 
passing through one of the sheets form- 
ing a wall facing the south. A me- 
chanic, on going to remove the layer of 
coal dust from a girder close to the 
sheet, burned his hand.

ANOTHER BOOM IN OIL. 


ACTIVITY RECALLS THE OLD HAL~ 
CYON: DAYS. 


Remarkable Development Through- 
out the Field — Priees Are Ad- 
vancing—Proposed Regulations. 
the Industrial Situation. 


Remarkable activity continues in the 
local oil field. The agitation respecting 
the regulation of oil production. within 
the city has .had no deterrent effect. 
Producers express confidence in the 
‘wisdom’ of the City Council, and believe 
no ordinance will be adopted that will 
limit production and place heavy bur- 
dens upon the shoulders of men en- 
gaged in the industry. A meeting of 
Councilmen and‘oijl producers was held 
Friday night and resulted in the ap- 
pointment of three prominent oil pro- 
ducers to confer with the city authori- 


dinance that shall do justice to all in- 
terests concerned. Messrs. Parker, Gar- 
butt and Kellerman compose the com- 
mittes who will look after the interests 
of the .oil-dndustry. Mr. Parker is a 
prominent oil producer, and is 
owner .of a large number of wells lo- 
cated throughout the district. He is 
at the head of the firm of Parker & Mor- 


ducers and business men-of the city. 
Mr. Garbutt is a member of the Loma/ 
Oil Company, and is also at the head 
of the oil-producing firm of Garbutt & 
Pitcher. He is energetic and well-in- 
formed and will be an aggressive 
worker in the interest of producers. 
Mr. Kellerman is prominent as a well- 
drilling contractor and is considered an 
excellent representative of this part of 
the industry. A. joint meeting of the 
committees will be held Wednesday 
evening, and the opinion -is expressed, 
that all interests will be harmonized, 
and that some measure will be devised 
which will allay apprehension, dis- 
courage injurious agitation and cause 
the abatement of “nuisances” in the 
oil-producing section of the city. . 

Under the proposed ordinance the 
reguiation of oil production will be. 
turned over to-the police department 
for inspection and control. The mem- 
bers of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners are friends of the important 
industry anud do not favor the impo- 
sition. of unnecessary burdens. 

Mayor Snyder has the confidence of 
oil producers, hence no _ stumbling- 
stones are expected from the city’s 
executive. 

Chief of Police Glass was seen by the 
Times oil reporter Saturday, and is an 
avowed friend of “the great labor-ém- 
ploying agency.” He said: “I do not be- 
lieve the great value to labor of the oil 
fields was fully comprehended by resi- 
dents of this city. The: country is and 


of industrial stagnation, causing. the 
land to be flooded with idle men, and 
resulting in widespread want and real 
suffering in mafhy homes. The oil in- 
dustry, through its ramifications, _ 
opened a market for. the labor of e 
driller, the carventer, the. mach : 
the blacksmith and scores of common 
laborers, to sa'y nothing of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars that are 
saved to this city annually by posses- 
sing a local fleld, and the export of 
fuel to less fortunate localities. God 
knows it is bad enough now, with its 
thousands of hungry mouths and wait- 
ing armies of idle men who are pleading 
for work so that they may relieve their 
own hunger and bring a little joy to 
cheerless, poverty-stricken homes. I tell 
you, there is much real want in this 
city, but were it not for the employ- 
ment given directly and indirectly by. 
the oil fields, the situation would be far 
more serious. I want to be put down 
as a friend of the industry. The nui- 
sances complained of do not seem for- 
midable and, ought to be .easily rem- 
edied without working hardships. The 
industry must be encou ed and ex- 
tended. I do not believe there is any 
cause for alarm among oil. men. The 
city officials are in the main progressive 
busimess men, and justice will probably 
be meted-out to all interests con- 
cerned.”’ 

Anent the discussions of the local oil 
situation pro and con, many of the | 
more progressive men, both in and out 
of the industry, advocate a more com- 
| plete supervision of the field under 
the proposed police supervision. It is 
submitted that in view of the impor- 
tance of the industry all possible data 
regarding the economical use of oil, de- 
velopment, trend of oil-bearing terri- 
tory, amount held in storage, local con- 
sumption, exports, etc., should be com- 
piled and corrected from time to time 
in the interest of consumers, produc- 
ers and the general public. Such sta- 
tistics would have great local value, if 
compiled by a competent person, and 
would be potent in inducing capital to 
this city for investment in manufac- 
turing enterprises. Taken in the double 
sense of local value, as well as induc- 
ing immigration, it is declared to pos- 
‘sess an importance little inferior to 
{that of the Chamber of Commerce, if 
properly handled. In this connection, 
there seems to be a popular demand 
for a statistical department of this 
character. - 

There is much indignation in the oil 
district over a suggestion regarding the 
operation of steam-power among pro- 
ducers. The drillers declare that the 
profits of the business are not such as 
to warrant them in taking out engi- 


Power From the Mountain Streams. 


{San Francisco Chronicle: ] The 
taste for great things which accounts 
‘for the marvels of past progress in 
the southern part of this State has not 
yet b Satisfied. At San Diego a 
syndicate is just completing one of the 
largest reservoir enterprises ever un- 
dertaken in this country, while at San 
Bernardino a million-dollar corporation 
is at work upon a plan to supply sev- 
eral cities at once with electrical 
power. This plan involves the building 
of a cement ditch from a junction of 
Bear Creek and the Santa Ana River, 
securing a fall within four miles of 
1100 feet, and ‘then returning the water 
to the stream. By this means an elec- 
tric current of 30,000 volts will be de- 
veloped and transmitted to Los An- 
geles, seventy-five miles away, wit 
tap wires at all int ediate points. 
Without expense of fuel, car lines, 
lighting plants and manufactories be- 
tween San Bernardino and Pomona, 
and the Los Angeles district, inclusive 
of Pasadena and other near-by places, 

ill get what motive power their ne- 

cessities may require. 
y. The success of this important project 
~~“will doubtless revive similar undertak- 
ings in Central California.. We have, 
back of San Francisco’ Bay and the 
San Joaquin Valley, not to mention 
districts further north, an unfailing 
Supply of water at a great altitude. 
Its resources of motive power, which 
are enough to turn every wheel in the 
West if they could reach t em, now 
g° chiefly to waste among the unrecov- 
erable energies of the sea. To utilize 
this power in its most available form 
would be to give Stockton, Fresno, Oak- 
land, m Francisco and many other: 
places a cheap and ready substitute for 
the power which is now created by 
_ the expenditure of fuel.. We can imag- 
ine few greater material benefits than 
those’ which would come of such a 
change in the antecedent conditions 
and cost of manufacturing and its 
cognate industries.
